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The Nepaul Wrecked Off Plymouth. 


*““PrymMoutH Hor!”  Endeared afresh to many 
Devonians by Mr. H. Pottinger Stephens’s charming 
new love-song of that name, Plymouth Hoe has just 
been the vantage-point whence many have gazed 
out over Plymouth Sound beyond the breakwater at 
the wrecked steamship Nepaul, one of the floating 
palaces belonging to the Peninsular and Oriental 
Company. We are indebted to a Plymouth resident 
for the sketches, from which a P.I. P. Artist 
has prepared the front Illustration. It was early on 
Wednesday morning, Dec. 10, that the P. and O. 
steamship Nepaul went ashore on the Mewstone, a 
large rock a few miles outside Plymoath Breakwater. 
The passengers were landed, werejoice to know. The 
night was rather foggy, but the sea was comparatively 
calm. After the collision it was soon discovered that 
there were two large holes in the bottom of the 
vessel, and through these water poured into the 
engine-room and the lower compartanents. Not long 
afterwards the steam-tugs Sir Water Raleigh and 
Sir Francis Drake arrived alongside, and received all 
the specie, baggage, and despatches. Mr. Lucas, a 
passenger on board, writes: ‘‘Captain Brady gave 
his orders coolly, and there was nothing like a panic 
either amongst the passengers or crew. No one lost 
his head, and it is quite inaccurate to say that any of 
the Lascars made a rush for the boats; the captain 
ordered the boats to be lowered, and tho order was 
promptly obeyed.” Wrecked with ‘the harbour 
lights ” in sight and the passengers full of glad hopes 
of speedy meetings with relatives and friends, the 
Nepaul is lost to the proprietors, but, happily, no 
one has been drowned. $ 


The Marquis and Marchioness of Salisbury 
arrived, at Windsor Castle last Monday evening, 
on a visit to the Queen, and were included in the 
Royal dinner-party. 


The Queen (according to ** Atlas ) postponed her 
visit to Osborne for a short time on account of the 
indisposition of Princess Beatrice, who is confined 
to Windsor Castle in consequence of an obstinate 
cold, which settled on her chest, and at one time 
threatened to be of a serious character. The Princess 
was unable to attend the service at Frogmore on 
Sunday. : 


Her Majesty has (says the World) reconsidered 
her former answer, and has now definitively pro- 
mised to inaugurate the Manchester Ship Canal in 
person during next autumn. ‘The works are advancing 
far more rapidly than was anticipated, and the 
Mayor (Mr. John Mark) is already considering with 
his colleagues the various details of the Royal visit. 
It is very probable that Lord Egerton of Tatton, who 


has displayed in regard to the present enterprise | 
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almost as much energy as his kinsman the third 
Duke of Bridgwater showed in completing the 
canal which bears his name, will be promoted to an 
earldom. 


The Queen has had a copy of the Jewish burial- 
service seut to her, as she expressed a wish to see it 
after the death of Lady Rosebery, and it has b-en 
placed in the Royal library. Lady Leconfield went 
by Royal command to Windsor to see the Queen and 
give her Majesty all particulars of Lady ltosebery's 
illness and death. 


There was a large gathering of Freemasons at 
Reading last Monday, when the Prince of Wales 
installed the Duke of Clarence as Provincial Grand 
Master of Berkshire. ‘The Duke of Connaught was 
also present, and the Royal visitors received an 
enthusiastic welcome. At the luncheon which fol- 
| lowed, Lord Carrington, who has just returned from 
New South Wales, was present, and conveyed greet- 
ings from the brethren in that part of the world. 

The Prince of Wales and the Duke of Clarence, 
accompanied by the Duke and Duchess of Fife, visited 
the Haymarket Theatre on Monday evening. 


Sunday being the anniversary of the death of the 
Prince Consort, the Queen, the Prince and Princess 
of Wales, and a large number of members of the 
Royal family attended a special service in the 
Mausoleum at Frogmore. At a later hour the build- 
ing was visited by upwards of 2000 persons. 


It is stated that at Christmas the betrothal will he 
| announced of Prince Christian, the Heir Presump- 
| tive to the Throne of Denmark, and Princess Mar- 
garet, the youngest daughter of the Empress Frederick. 


The Duke of Edinburgh left Devonport on Mon- 
day, on a visit to the Earl of St. Germans, at Pert 
Eliot: His Royal Highness was later in the week to 
leave for London and tiie Continent. 

The memorial of the late Emperor Frederick, which 
the Queen has had erected in St. George’s Chapel, 
Windsor Castle, will shortly be prepared for its un- 
veiling, a ceremony which, but for the death of Sir 
Edgar Boehm, would have taken place on Monday. 

The first part of the funeral service over the 
remains of Dean Church took place on Monday in St. 
Paul's Cathedral. ‘The Archbishop of Canterbury 
was in the procession, and the Bishop of London 
read the prayers. At the close of this part of the 
ceremony the coffin was carried through the great 
west door, followed by the mourners, and taken to 
Whatley, Somerset, where the interment took place 
on Tuesday. 


Mr. C. S. Miall was last Monday presented with 
an illuminated address and a cheque for £700, sub- 
scribed by friends on his retirement from the editor- 
ship of the Nonconformist. 'l'he ceremony took place 
at the Memorial Hall, Farringdon-street, the Rev. 
Dr. Allon presiding. ‘There was a large attendance 
both of ladies and gentlemen, notwithstanding the 
severity of the weather. 


Mr. William O’Brien and Mr. T. P. Gill sailed 
last Saturday from New York for France, and Mr. 
Harrington left on the Aurania. The Parliamentary 
Fund Association has issued a circular indorsing the 
position taken up by the delegates in begging Mr. 
Parnell to retire. 


The trial of the Wellborne divorce suit concluded 
last Monday. Mr. Gillibrand Evered, the co- 
respondent, who is only nineteen years old, denied 
all the allegations of misconduct with Mrs. Well- 
borne, except that of ‘‘ordinary kissing." ‘The 
petitioner also said there was no truth in the charge 
made against him in relation to Mary Fell. Mr. 
Justice Butt told the jury that each of the parties 
had acted as badly as possible, and it was for them to 
say whom they believed. The jury returned a verdict 
exonerating Mrs. Wellborne and Mr. Evered of the 
chargesof adultery, and Mr. Wellborne of the accusa- 
tion of cruelty.

A Christmas Pudding. 


I know by experience that is about the best on 
record. The ingredients are half a pound of 
bread-crumbs, ditto of flour; three quarters of 
a pound of suet, half-pound of stoned raisins, 
ditto sultanas, ditto currants, quarter-pound 
finely chopped almonds, half-pound of sugar, 
ditto mixed candied peel, seven well-beaten 
eggs, one gill of cream or good milk, one ditto 
of brandy, and a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
nutmeg. Put your flour and bread-crumbs into 
a basin. Have your suet very finely chopped, 
and be sure that itisfresh and nice. Stone and 
cut up the raisins, clean the sultanas and 
currants by rubbing them on a sieve with a 
little flour, cut up the candied peel, chop the 
almonds, beat the eggs, and add all your 
ingredients to the flour and bread in the basin. 
Then mix in the eggs, cream, and brandy, and 
keep onstirring. Indeed, you cannot stira plum- 
pudding too much. Put the mixture into a very 
well-buttered mould and steam it for six hours. 

As regards the making of that essentially 
English dish the Christmas plum-pudding, too 
much attention cannot be paid to the mixing and 
boiling. It is by no means an 


Indigestible or Unwholesome 
dish if properly made and thoroughly done. But 


| how rarely is any care bestowed upon that most 


important of all ingredients, the suet. It is very 
often so stale and fusty that it is odious both to 
taste and smell; very often, too, it is in lumps 
instead of being finely chopped. A plum-pudding 
should not look coarse and greasy when it is cut ; 
it should be rich brown in colour, and more 
crumbly than sticky. There is nothing better 
than a really well-made and well-boiled Christ- 
mas pudding, and nothing worse than a bad one,

LETTER EIGHTH (continued): 
IN ITALY. 
(To the Editor of ** The Penny Illustrated Paper.’’) 
Venice, Nov. 17, 1890. 
Our otherwise pleasant stay in Verona was 
marred somewhat by the rain, which fell steadily 
all day. The next morning broke bright and 
clear. We had some difficulty in getting out of 
Verona, the mud and paving were so wretched. 
This is an almost universal inconvenience about 
Italian towns. Once free from their immediate 
vicinity all goes well, as the roads are generally 
good. From 
Verona to Padua, 


fifty miles, the road and scenery are merely a 
repetition of that about Milan. ‘There are a few 
hills, however, as one passes the isolated volcanic 
range of Mt. Enganei, just before reaching the 
low level ground on which Padua lies, and which 
stretches thence in a perfectly level expanse tw 
the shores of the Adriatic. The only relief are the 
huge dykes built along the river to prevent the 
treacherous waters from overflowing their banks. 

One hears so much about the music of Italy. 
This characteristic seems to be much over- 
estimated, though winter may be an unfavourable 
time for music. This afternoon we saw the first 
illustration of this spontaneous musical attri- 
bute. A 

Chorus of Eight Rustics 

were singing on a roadside bridge in a style too 
forcible to be refined, but energetically enough 
to arouse admiration. Another source of amuse- 
ment to us was to watch the antics of the parties 
we tried to photo. The question occurred to' us : 
Why does an ugly girl always want to have her 
photo taken, and a pretty one not ? 

After an uneventful day's run we rolled into 
Padua in darkness. The bright gas-lights sent 
forth a cheering welcome from under the old 


arcades. 
Padua 


deserves to be termed the city of arcades, they 
are so numerous and striking. Late on the 
following day we took the 


Road for Venice 


which followed the windings of a canal the entire 
distance of eighteen miles, over a perfectly smooth 
and level road, not a rise of one foot the whole 
way. .Plenty,of villas were passed, or what were 
once villas—for they could not be called so now. 
Where beautiful gardens had once flourished 
weeds now grewinrank profusion. Where artistic 
monuments were once to be seen there were now 


Nothing but Ruins. 


Strange to say, the gateways of the main 
entrances to these villas were still standing, 
having been built very firmly. These were in- 
variably decorated with statues, and the facades of 
thehousesas well. Looking on these lonely relics, 
blackened with age, broken and chipped by the 
hands of the destroyers, gave one a sad feeling, 
to think how the country had once flourished, 
how the people had once shown good taste and 
refinement, but now how utter the want of 
ambition. It took away all the poetry to see 
some of these handsome villas i 


Used as Barns, 
while the people lived in insignificant cottages, 
to see them strolling idly in rags through the 
handsome gateways erected by their enterprising 
ancestors. These thoughts impress themselves 
all the more vividly on the mind of a ċyclist who 
rides over such a smooth, level road. He has 
nothing else to look at, and unconsciously he 
finds himself speculating as to the why and the 
wherefore. 
As We Neared Venice, 
the surrounding country began to look more 
watery ; even the heavens threatened to.add 
their quota. A cold, damp north wind blew us 
a chilling welcome across the placid surface of 
the lagune. We were glad to step into the 
little steamer—tramways, as the Venetians term 
them—to be taken to the Piazzetta. It is worthy 
of remark that it cost us 
More Fare for Our Bicycles 
than ourselves. A short walk across the Piazza 
brought us to the 
Hotel Capello Nero. 
Bicycles and cyclists are very scarce in and around 
Venice. It was a question who attracted the 
greater attention, we or the grand band of sixty 
musicians who were playing in the centre of the 
Piazza. 

Our first impression of Venice was marred by 
the cold, dreary weather. Fine weather is neces- 
sary for the enjoyment of any sight, but in 
Venice it is a prime necessity. So much

is quite sufficient. If, in addition, the heavens 
add to it, one soon becomes disgusted. The 
next morning dawned in all the splendour neces- 
sary for a perfect day in Venice. Taking our 
bicycles down to the Piazzetta, we
